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Have been very forward in aſcribing 

the whole Glory of all our Succeſſes 

abroad, to the immediate Finger of 
Providence; wherein Iam told, I am ſub- 
tily inſinuating, that I grudge due Ho- 
nour to the Generals and Soldiers, and that 
I will not allow the Bravery of Inftruments 
to merit due Praiſe. 

How ſcandalouſly do ſuch Gentlemen 
talk of their Country-men, and how weak- 
ly argue as if our Generals, Officers and 
Soldiers were diſhonour'd in the Pra iſes of 
their Maker. 

I am perhaps too forward to diſtinguiſh 
upon the Bravery and Capacity of Engliſb 
Men above other Nat ions, and tis becauſe 
I cannot have mean Thoughts of them, 
that | ſay, the Concurrence of their Va- 
lour, with the Deſign of Providence, makes 
our Victories peculiarly glorious. 


Nor do I detract from E»gliſb Valour, 
when I ſay ; that theſe late ViRories have 
been owing to the perſonal Valour of other 
Nations,more than ours; and ſome of whom 
we have been apt enough to talk contempti- 
bly, by wnich Heaven ſeems to concurr in 
demandingourDebt of Praiſe to himſe lw ho, 
when his mighty Ends are to be ht to 
paſs, can ſpirit thoſe Inftruments, who ſeem- 
ed before uncapable of Action. 

Thus the Durch Horſe, no Di to 
tbe Engliſh, had the principal Share of 
Action in the Battle of RemeLies : of whom 
we uſed to ſay a nd Reproachful 
Things, and reckon them as nothing —If 
Spain ſhall be reduc'd, Bercelonas ſhall fall 
by a Chance Bomb, and the Capital be 
ſeiz'd by the Troops of Portugueſe, of whom 
nothing too mean can well be „ hs 
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What an obftinate Defence at Verceil, 
Perue, and now at Turin, has been made by 
the Troops of Savoy; which in former Wars 
had no Manner of Reputation in the Field, 
and which ſerves to inform us from what 
Hand the Vigour and Spirit of Action pro- 
ceed; and with awful Regard to the invi- 
{ſible Hands, we ought never to contemn 
the Power of the mcaneft, 

And yet I muſt compliment my Native 
Country with one thing, which I think all 
Men will grant me ; and which 1 have the 
Vanity to lay the worſt Enemy we have will 
OWN-——— Viz. That abſtratt.d from the 
Sovereign Influences of Heaven, and ſpeak- 
ing of fecond Cauſ-s only, an Emgliſh Man 
is ſuperiour in Fight to any Man ia the 
World. 

And let no Man charge me with Vanity 
or Partiallity ; till they have anſwer'd the 
Reaſons,upon u hich I fonnd the Argument. 

1. Take the Engliſh Nition,and whether 
you ſingle them out Man tor Min, or whe- 
ther you will take them in numbers one 
with another; they are ſtronger in Body 
than any Nation in Europe. 

2. Whether you chooſe them Man to 
Man, ora hundred, a thouſand, or any 
Number whatſoever, and turn them into 
the Field with their Enemies naked, 
without any Arms J mean But 
ſuch as Nature has furniſked, they ſhall 
beat the beſt Men in the World. 

Wreſtling and Boxing is the peculiar Fa- 


culty of the Engliſh Nation, no Men in the 
World fight with Head, Hand and Foot like 
an Zngliſh Man; nor could any Nation in 
he World ftand be fore them, if that were 
the way of fighting. 

The Inftance, I believe, is undegiable, 
and the Argument from it is good 3 that 
ot Neceſſity, that Dexterity mu give them 
great Advantages in all Sorts of fighting; 
eſpecially thoſe, where they can come to 
grapple with th-ir Enemy. 

Set the ſtrongeſt Man in Europe to work 
with an Exgliſp- man with nothing but his 
Hands—he will have him down preſently— 
And when generouſly be ſhall let him get 
up, lay him at his foot again, before 
he knows where he is; and this he calls fair 
Play; for indeed it is his Play, and he de- 
lights in it, and no Nation but ours, play 
when they fight— 

Whether this be a Vanity in me, or real 

Truth of Fact, leave to any Perſon to de- 
termine I eſteem it a Piece «f Juſtice 
to my Native Country, which I owe the 
Practice in general; and which ! believe, 1 
can never de at a loſs for People to make 
good. ' 
I ſhall ſay no more but this, the Supe- 
riority of the Engliſh in Strength of Body, 
and Genius in Battle, I afficm, has this Ad- 
vantage over all the Nations of the World ; 
and Iam far from detratting from this, u hen 
Iaſcribe the Efficiency of Victory to inviſi- 
ble Providence.

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Now pray, who fix'd this Entail ? if it be 
Dienie in ics Original, and Hereditaty, ben 
it cannot be an Entail ;; if it be an En ail, 
then before the fixing that Entail, it was 
not Hereditary and at the cutting off that 
Entail, it ceaſes to be Hereditary any more. 

If the Parliament ſettled this Entail, the 
Parliament can cut it off, and where then 
is the Divine Right—If the Parliament did 
not ſettle it, pray, let him tell us who did ? 

The Power that ſettled this Butail, muft 
be ſuperiour to the Power entail'd ;, be- 
cauſe all prior Power is ſuperiour to the 
Subſequent——1Ff then the Parliament has 
ſettled the Entail of the Crown, its Power 
was prior and conſequently ſuperiouc to 
the Power ſettled. 

If the Succeſſion therefore be an Entail, 
and this Entail be in the Parliament, then 
Divine Right is in the Parliament, and ſo 
we come back to Fox Populi. 

"Tis evident therefore, the Succeſſors of 
the Crown of England have not meerly an 
Hereditary Claim, much leſs an Inberent 
Right; bat a Parliamentary Settlement or 
Entail, call it what they will. 

"Tis evident, that this Entail is ſubjeded 
to Terms, and may be forfeited by any 
Branch of the Family it is entail'd upon 
lt any Branch of the Houſe of Hu- 
nover become a Papift, he cannot inherit, 
he forfeics his Title to the Engliſh Govern- 
ment; the Laws of Ergland whole Original 
is Divine, and their Power ſuperiour, ba- 
viog determin'd, that no Papift ſhall reign 
in England. 

"Tis evident, any Branch of the Succeſhon 
may forfeit by Male Adminiftration, and 
be depoled—Since the Settlement of this 
Entail, as it is called, is founded on the de- 
poling the Poſſeſſor— And if the People of 
England can ſettle, limit, and entail the 
Crown, they may alter, amend, change 
and govern that Entail, and]by conſequence 
the Hereditary Divine Right lies in them; 
and there I always own'd it to be, and 
there it will remain, till Time ſhall be no 
more. | 

Ifthe Parliament has not this Divine 
Right, the Claim of the QUEEN to the 
Crown of England is inconſiſtent with com- 
mon Right, and Her Maxſty muſt be an
